CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Based on song selection key information about a musical piece sent from this song 
selection terminal unit to two or more song selection terminal units connected via a network, In 
a music information feed unit which retrieves musical piece information corresponding to this 
song selection key information, and is sent out to said song selection terminal unit. Have the 
musical piece information memory which stored musical piece information about many musical 
pieces, and to said each musical piece information. Objective data and subjective data about the 
musical piece concerned are stored, and to said each musical piece information. A field which 
records user additional information about said subjective data is provided for every song 
selection terminal unit connected, . Sent out musical piece information in said musical piece 
information memory from said song selection terminal unit. A music information feed unit which 
provided an information retrieval section searched based on song selection key information 
about said subjective data, and formed and constituted a data forwarding means to send out 
search results searched by said information retrieval section via said network to said song 
selection terminal unit with which a song selection demand was made. 

[Claim 2]The music information feed unit according to claim 1 which formed and constituted a 
search Make Changes means to order so that search in consideration of said user additional 
information may be performed to said information retrieval section. 

[Claim 3]The music information feed unit according to claim 1 by which two or more field setting 
out is carried out so that the field which records said user additional information can store user 
additional information corresponding to an operator of two or more song selection terminal units 
for said every song selection terminal unit connected. 

[Claim 4]In a music information distribution system which consists of the music information feed 
unit according to claim 1 and two or more song selection terminal units connected with this 
music information feed unit via a network, said song selection terminal unit, It has a song 
selection key information input means which inputs song selection key information about said 
subjective data about a musical piece which should be searched to said music information feed 
unit, A music information distribution system which formed and constituted a song selection key 
information-sending means to send out song selection key information that it was inputted by 
said song selection key information input means, via said network to said music information feed 
unit with a song selection demand. 

[Claim 5]The music information distribution system according to claim 4, wherein said song 
selection terminal unit has a user additional information registry request means to require 
registration of user additional information about each musical piece information stored in this 
music information feed unit, to said music information feed unit. 

[Claim 6]Season information which shows in when said subjective data has a suitable season in a 
musical piece. Or a hour entry which shows in when a musical piece has suitable time. Or 
situation information a place which suited a musical piece, and a situation indicate it to be what 
kind of thing it is. Or image information which shows an image which suited a musical piece. Or 
the music information feed unit according to claim 1 including age information which shows a 
stage etc. which the musical piece concerned hit, area information which shows an area where 
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the musical piece concerned is often used, pertinent information which shows information 
relevant to the musical piece concerned, or generation sex information which shows a generation 
by whom the musical piece concerned is supported, and sex. 

[Claim 7] Season information which shows in when said subjective data has a suitable season in a 
musical piece. Or a hour entry which shows in when a musical piece has suitable time. Or 
situation information a place which suited a musical piece, and a situation indicate it to be what 
kind of thing it is. Or image information which shows an image which suited a musical piece. Or 
the easy information distribution system according to claim 4 including age information which 
shows a stage etc. which the musical piece concerned hit, area information which shows an area 
where the musical piece concerned is often used, pertinent information which shows information 
relevant to the musical piece concerned, or generation sex information which shows a generation 
by whom the musical piece concerned is supported, and sex.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the music information feed unit and music 
information distribution system which provide users, such as a broadcasting station, with the 
subjective data of a musical piece. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]With this kind of music information distribution system, 
conventionally A composer, a songwriter, a singer, Apart from objective data, such as a record 
company and a release date, in the music of what kind of atmosphere. It is required and 
important to supply to a user the subjective data (for example, a graduation song, a party song, a 
Christmas song, the song of summer, the song of a trip, etc.) in which the music which makes 
what imagine, music suitable at what kind of place, etc. is shown. 

[0003]In order to respond to such a request, such subjective data is saved as a database, a user 
searches the database concerned according to a program content etc., and the system which 
can perform song selection suitable for the contents of the program is proposed these days. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in such a system, the case where the 
musical piece selected based on subjective data is not necessarily a musical piece of the 
atmosphere which a user searches for arises. The atmosphere and the image which are different 
even if it is the same musical piece may be produced by a user s address etc., and there is a 
field where unific evaluation is difficult. 

[0005]An object of this invention is to provide the music information feed unit and music 
information distribution system which can change the subjective data with which each user s 
characteristic ****** and a user are provided in view of the above-mentioned situation. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]As opposed to two or more song selection terminal units (5) 
which were connected via a network (3) according to the invention of claim 1, In a music 
information feed unit (2) which retrieves musical piece information (MIF) corresponding to this 
song selection key information based on song selection key information (IGF) about a musical 
piece sent from this song selection terminal unit, and is sent out to said song selection terminal 
unit. Have the musical piece information memory (9) which stored musical piece information 
about many musical pieces, and to said each musical piece information. Objective data (NIF) and 
subjective data (DIF) about the musical piece concerned are stored, and to said each musical 
piece information, a song selection terminal unit connected — ( — a field which records user 
additional information (UAI) about said subjective data being established in every 5), and, . Sent 
out musical piece information in said musical piece information memory from said song selection 
terminal unit. An information retrieval section (12) searched based on song selection key 
information (IGF) about said subjective data is provided, a data forwarding means (13) to send 
out search results searched by said information retrieval section via said network to said song 
selection terminal unit with which a song selection demand was made is formed, and it is 
constituted. 
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[0007] An invention of claim 2 receives said information retrieval section (12) in a music 
information feed unit (2), Search Make Changes means (for example, flag etc. which orders it to 
give priority to and search user additional information (UAI) when searching) to order so that 
search in consideration of said user additional information may be performed are formed, and it is 
constituted. 

[0008]A field where an invention of claim 3 records said user additional information in a music 
information feed unit (2), said song selection terminal unit connected — ( — two or more field 
setting out is carried out, and it is constituted so that user additional information corresponding 
to an operator (for example, maker of a program) of two or more song selection terminal units 
can be stored in every 5). 

[0009]In a music information distribution system (1) with which an invention of claim 4 consists 
of the music information feed unit according to claim 1 and two or more song selection terminal 
units connected with this music information feed unit via a network, Said song selection terminal 
unit (5) has a song selection key information input means (17) which inputs song selection key 
information on ****** into said subjective data about a musical piece which should be searched 
to said music information feed unit, A song selection key information-sending means (1 5) to send 
out song selection key information that it was inputted by said song selection key information 
input means, via said network (3) to said music information feed unit (2) with a song selection 
demand (SC) is formed, and it is constituted. 

[0010]In a music information distribution system, an invention of claim 5 said song selection 
terminal unit, It constitutes as a feature having a user additional information registry request 
means (17) to require registration of user additional information (UAI) about each musical piece 
information stored in this music information feed unit, to said music information feed unit. 
[0011]Season information an invention of claim 6 indicates it to be in when said subjective data 
(DIF) has a suitable season in a musical piece in a music information feed unit (DF1). Or a hour 
entry which shows in when a musical piece has suitable time (DF2). Or situation information a 
place which suited a musical piece, and a situation indicate it to be what kind of thing it is (DF3). 
Or image information which shows an image which suited a musical piece (DF4). Or age 
information which shows a stage etc. which the musical piece concerned hit (DF5). Or it 
constitutes as a feature including area information (DF6) which shows an area where the musical 
piece concerned is often used, pertinent information (DF7) which shows information relevant to 
the musical piece concerned, or generation sex information (DF8) which shows a generation by 
whom the musical piece concerned is supported, and sex. 

[0012]Season information an invention of claim 7 indicates it to be in when said subjective data 
(DIF) has a suitable season in a musical piece in a music information distribution system (DF1). 
Or a hour entry which shows in when a musical piece has suitable time (DF2). Or situation 
information a place which suited a musical piece, and a situation indicate it to be what kind of 
thing it is (DF3). Or image information which shows an image which suited a musical piece (DF4). 
Or age information which shows a stage etc. which the musical piece concerned hit (DF5). Or it 
constitutes as a feature including area information (DF6) which shows an area where the musical 
piece concerned is often used, pertinent information (DF7) which shows information relevant to 
the musical piece concerned, or generation sex information (DF8) which shows a generation by 
whom the musical piece concerned is supported, and sex. 
[0013] 

[Effect of the Invention]The invention of claim 1 to each musical piece information on a musical 
piece information memory (9). the song selection terminal unit connected — (since the field 
which records the user additional information (UAI) about subjective data on every 5) is provided, 
In the form where characteristic ****** of each user who operates a song selection terminal 
unit, and user additional information are registered, subjective data can be changed and song 
selection operation suitable for each user can be performed. 

[0014]Since it can be ordered the invention of claim 2 so that a search Make Changes means 
may perform search in consideration of user additional information to an information retrieval 
section (1 2), not suitable song selection is prevented from being carried out to each user's 
subjectivity when searching, and it can perform highly accurate song selection operation. 
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[0015]the song selection terminal unit to which the invention of claim 3 is connected — (since 
the user additional information corresponding to the operator (for example, maker of a program) 
of two or more song selection terminal units is storable in every 5), Even if many operators 
operate one song selection terminal unit, user additional information can be stored for every 
operator, and exact song selection operation can be performed. 

[0016]The invention of claim 4 with a music information feed unit (2) and two or more song 
selection terminal units (5) connected to it via a network (3). Even if each user does not hold the 
musical piece information (MIF) about each musical piece, it becomes possible to access easily 
from the song selection terminal unit (5) side, and to acquire musical piece information (MIF). 
[0017]Since the invention of claim 5 can require registration of the user additional information 
(UAI) about each musical piece information stored in the music information feed unit by a user 
additional information registry request means (17), it can utilize a music information feed unit (2) 
as a device only for itself. 

[0018]The invention of claims 6 and 7 can set up subjective data finely, and can raise the 
accuracy of song selection. 

[0019]Numbers in a parenthesis show the corresponding element in a drawing, and the limited 
restraint of this description is not carried out [ expedient / therefore ] at the statement on a 
drawing. 
[0020] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]The mimetic diagram in which drawing 1 shows a music information 
distribution system example to which this invention is applied, and drawing 2 are the figures 
showing an example of a musical piece information file. 

[0021]The music information distribution system 1 has the music information feed unit 2, as 
shown in drawing 1 , and the music information feed unit 2 is connected to the song selection 
terminal unit 5 of a large number arranged at the broadcasting station etc. via the networks 3, 
such as the Internet. The music information feed unit 2 has the main control part 6, and the 
musical piece information memory 9, the User Information editorial department 10, the 
information updating part 1 1 , the information retrieval section 1 2, and the communication control 
part 13 are connected to the main control part 6 via the bus 7. 

[0022]The song selection terminal unit 5 is formed in the form where the communication control 
part 1 5, the music bank 1 6, and the song selection terminal 1 7 which were connected to the 
network 3 were connected mutually. 

[0023] Since the music information distribution system 1 has the above composition, in the music 
information feed unit 2, it updates musical piece information MIF stored in the musical piece 
information memory 9 via the information updating part 1 1 for every fixed time, and stores the 
information on new musical pieces, such as a new song which is not stored in the music 
information feed unit 2. 

[0024]As shown in drawing 2 t musical piece information MIF about each musical piece The 
general information NIF as objective data. Specific information DIF as subjective data is stored, 
and as the general information NIF, Objective data peculiar to musical pieces, such as record 
number DA1, shelf number DA2, distributor code DA4, name-of-an-era DA4, album title DA5, 
release date DA6, performance time DA7, track name DA8, and artist name DA9, is stored, As 
specific information DIF, In when the musical piece concerned has a suitable season. . The stage 
etc. which image information DF4 which shows the image situation information DF3 which shows 
what kind of thing it is, and whose musical piece the place which suited season information DF1 
shown, hour entry DF2 which show in when a musical piece has suitable time, and a musical 
piece, and the situation suited, and the musical piece concerned hit are shown. Age information 
DF5, area information DF6 which show the area where the musical piece concerned is often 
used, pertinent information FD7 which show the information relevant to the musical piece 
concerned, the generation by whom the musical piece concerned is supported, generation sex 
information DF8 which shows sex, etc. are stored. 

[0025]About specific information DIF of musical piece information MIF in the musical piece 
information memory 9, at the time of renewal of musical piece information, the opinion of 
subjective image makers, such as a composer and a critic, is adopted, and it stores as a default

[0026]In this way, since musical piece information MIF about the musical piece of a large number 
updated periodically is stored in the musical piece information memory 9 t When a broadcasting 
station etc. do the work which suited the concept (for example, program which targets the 
woman in her twenties who works, and makes the vacation of summer imagine) of the program 
and which makes musical piece selection in creation of a program, The maker of a program 
operates the song selection terminal unit 5 installed in the broadcasting station, and inputs the 
song selection key information IGF on music to use in a program via the song selection terminal 
17. These are performed by inputting the information which was suitable for the concept of the 
program which a maker should create about each item of specific information DIF of musical 
piece information MIF stored in the musical piece information memory 9 of the music information 
feed unit 2 as the song selection key information IGF when carrying out search song selection of 
the musical piece. 

[0027]The input of the song selection key information IGF is "summer" as season information 
DT1, for example, As hour entry DT2, it is carried out as "daytime" and situation information 
DF3 by inputting "they are "20 generation and a woman as bright cheerful" and generation sex 
information DT8" etc. as "seashore" and image information DF4. 

[0028]In this way, the song selection key information IGF that the maker inputted with song 
selection demand SC. From the communication control part 15, via the network 3, it is sent to 
the communication control part 13 of the music information feed unit 2, and the main control 
part 6, Transmit the song selection key information IGF incidental to song selection demand SC 
from the specific song selection terminal unit 5 and it which received by the communication 
control part 13 to the information retrieval section 12, and musical piece information MIF in the 
musical piece information memory 9 is searched to the information retrieval section 12, It orders 
so that the musical piece corresponding to the song selection key information IGF that the song 
selection demand was made may be searched. 

[0029]The information retrieval section 12 searches specific information DIF of musical piece 
information MIF about each musical piece stored in the song selection key information IGF and 
the musical piece information memory 9, It sends out to the song selection terminal unit 5 which 
extracted musical piece information MIF about the musical piece of one or more music in which 
specific information DIF corresponding to the song selection key information IGF was stored, and 
sent out song selection demand SC via the communication control part 13. 
[0030]In response, the maker of the program by the side of the song selection terminal unit 5 
two or more general information NIF and specific information DIF of musical piece information 
MIF corresponding to the song selection key information IGF transmitted from the music 
information feed unit 2, It is referred to via the displaying means of the display etc. which the 
song selection terminal 1 7 does not illustrate, the musical piece which suited the program is 
narrowed down, and the musical piece eventually used in a program is determined. 
[0031]The musical piece determined by the maker of the program chooses a musical piece 
corresponding from the musical piece of a large number stored in the music bank 16 based on 
the general information NIF of the musical piece concerned, and creates a program. Since the 
musical piece of a large number which may be used at the broadcasting station concerned is 
stored in the music bank 1 6 as digital melody information with the general information NIF of 
point **, If the musical piece used in a program is determined, melody information corresponding 
from the general information NIF can be easily extracted from the music bank 16. 
[0032]By the way, in spite of having judged that it agreed to the song selection key information 
IGF in the music information feed unit 2 among musical piece information MIF sent out to the 
song selection terminal unit 5 by which song selection demand SC was taken out from the music 
information feed unit 2, By the maker side of a program, music information feed unit 2 when 
there is a musical piece (an "unsuitable musical piece" is called hereafter) it was judged that it 
received and did not support the sent-out song selection key information IGF, In order to 
prevent the same unsuitable musical piece from being chosen when retrieving the following song 
selection key information IGF, registration of user additional information is charged to the music 
information feed unit 2. 
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[0033]NameIy, the maker of a program operates the song selection terminal 17, output the user 
additional information registration instructions URC to the music information feed unit 2, and 
require registration of the user additional information UAI from corresponding musical piece 
information MIF, and. The contents of registration are transmitted via the network 3 to the music 
information feed unit 2. As shown in drawing 2 . the registration area of the user additional 
information UAI about specific information DIF of each musical piece information MIF stored in 
the musical piece information memory 9 of the music information feed unit 2, It is set up every 
song selection terminal unit 5, and the maker of a program writes in and registers the different 
information DF1-DF8 from his image in the form corrected on the song selection terminal 17 
with reference to specific information DIF beforehand set as corresponding musical piece 
information MIF as a default value. Then, the corresponding user additional information UAI is 
sent out to the music information feed unit 2 via the network 3, and the User Information 
editorial department 10 of the music information feed unit 2, It stores in the storage area where 
musical piece information MIF with the registry request of the user additional information UAI 
corresponds in eight items of each information DF1-DF, and the form to which it is made to 
correspond. 

[0034]The main control part 6 stores the user additional information UAI for every written-in 
terminal unit 5 apart from the default value of specific information DIF of the musical piece 
information MIF concerned, and carries out it from the terminal unit 5 side for the ability to refer 
to both a default value and the user additional information UAI. The user additional information 
UAI can also be constituted so that two or more storing regions may be provided for every 
maker of the program which it stores in a single storing region every terminal unit 5, and also 
operates the terminal unit 5 concerned further and it can store more finely about each terminal 
unit 5. 

[0035] Registration of the user additional information UAI is faced, The song selection based on 
the following song selection key information IGF is faced the terminal unit 5 to the music 
information feed unit 2, It can order so that it may search based on the user additional 
information UAI which not a default value but the them of specific information DIF registered, In 
this case, the flag which orders it to give priority to and search the user additional information 
UAI on the occasion of search by the information retrieval section 1 2 to the proper field of the 
user additional information UAI of corresponding musical piece information MIF is attached. Song 
selection of the musical piece which corresponded to ** exactly when searching next from ** at 
the song selection key information IGF of the maker of a program being attained, and the 
unsuitable musical piece which does not suit the image of the maker of a program selecting a 
song, and being sent out to the song selection terminal unit 5 side is prevented. The storing 
position of this flag may not be restricted to the musical piece information memory 9, may be 
stored in the proper memory area in the information retrieval section 12, and also may be stored 
in other places. 

[0036]Although the song selection terminal unit 5 described the above-mentioned example about 
the case where it has the music bank 16 which stored the digital melody information about many 
musical pieces. The music bank 16 is not necessarily required and the song selection terminal 
unit 5 may comprise only the song selection terminal 1 7 and the communication control part 1 5.
